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Military Junta Rules Colombia 
Flood Of Opposition Sweeps p 
Dictator Rojas From Office 


BOGOTA, Colombia (^.— Dicta­ 
tor Gu stavo 
Rojas 
Pinilla 
was 
swept ou t of power today in a 
flood of opposition from the Ro­ 
m an Catholic Chu rch, the bu si­ 
ness commu nity and the people. 
Rojas tu rned over power to a 
m ilitary ju nta, setting of scenes 
of ju bilation and shou ts of “liber­ 
ty!’' in the streets of this capital 
high in the Andes. 
Only two days ago Rojas had 
maneu vered himself into a second 
term as president, du e to start 
next year. This action chrvstal- 
lized the opposition to the former 
chief of Colombia’s army, 
the presidency becam e known ju st 
The news that he was qu itting 
before 
dawn. 
Colombians 
ran 
thro ugh the streets, shou ting the 
news. 
Then 
au tomobiles 
filled 
with 
you ths 
began 
circu lating, 
so unding three short horn blasts 
fo llo wed by the shou t of “ Liber­ 
ty!” 
Sleeping Bogotans crowded onto 
balconies and joined in the ju bila- 
* tion. Many went to the street in 
their night clothes. 
Police and soldiers, 
who had 
m aintained 
heavy 
patrols 
and 
cracked down on demonstrators 
fo r a week, were confined to bar­ 
racks. 
Only a few hou rs before Rojas 
fell, his government had threat 
ened crim inal action to cru sh a 
serits of bu siness strikes paralyz 
ing Colombia’s m ajor cities. 
The President’s handpicked con. 
stitu ent assembly e l e c t e d him 
president 
for 
another 
fou r-year 
term —15 months in advance. To 
do so the assembly su spended con­ 
situ tional 
provisions 
which 
re­ 
qu ire popu lar election of the pres­ 
ident, and forbids a president to 
au cceed himself. 
Rojas, then a lieu tenant gener­ 
al and Colombia’s 
army 
chief, 
seized the presidency Ju ne 13. 
1953 in a bloodless cou p. Presi­ 
dent Lau reano Gomez was over­ 
thrown ju st a day after he tried 
to send Rojas Pinilla into retire­ 
m ent. 
An official spokesman said ll 
persons have died in the anti 
Rojas disorders that began last 
week, bu t u nofficial reports said 
the death toll might be as high 
as 50. Violence flared in opposi­ 
tion to Rojas’ dictated re-election 
to another fou r-year term . Uni­ 
versity stu dents generally led the 
protest demonstrations.

WASHINGTON (tft-The Hou se 
has settled 
a Repu blican-Demo­ 
cratic wrangle by passing a com­ 
promise bill designed to make 
it easier to bu y homes and to help 
the slu mping hou sing indu stry. 
The bill, which now goes to the 
Senate, wou ld su bstantially lower 
requ ired down payments on homes 
bou ght with loans insu red by the 
Federal Hou sing Administration. 
It also contains provisions aimed 
at increasing the su pply of m ort­ 
gage credit. 
Other m ajor sections wou ld au ­ 
thorize an additional 250 million 
dollars for slu m clearance and u r­ 
ban renewal projects, and a like 
amou nt for special hou sing for 
m ilitary 
personnel, 
the 
elderly 
and other grou ps. 
Before shou ting approval of the 
bill, the Hou se wrote in an amend­ 
ment to restrict fu tu re starts of 
low-cost pu blic hou sing to that 
needed by persons displaced by 
slu m clearance and u rban rede­ 
velopment programs.

Attack And Defense 
A point of intense importance is raised in the 
AFL-CIO attempt to bring the Teamsters Union 
into line with ethical standards. 
It might be­ 
come the key to labor u nion history in the 
second half of the 20th centu ry. 
The point is one (rf procedu re in policing 
the internal affairs of u nions. 
Unless the AFL-CIO can develop a workable 
procedu re for enforcement, it is wasting its 
time with ethical standards. 
It is as helpless 
as the United Nations adopting resolu tions o f 
criticism against cou ntries it cannot discipline 
The Teamsters Union cannot be said to pos­ 
sess a collective conscience in the issu e of 
their president s stewardship. 
As an organiza­ 
tion it is composed largely of officials who owe 
their positions to President Dave Beck and his 
administration. 
These officials have ru shed to the defense 
of their leader, who is u nder attack by other 
u nion leaders, who has been pu t in the pillory 
of pu blic opinion by the Senate racket investi­ 
gators and who is u nder indictment by hi* 
government for tax evasion. 
There being no procedu re for changing lead 
ership other than that of voting by the du ly 
designated delegates to a u nion investigation, 
it isalmost ou t of the qu estion for Mr. Beck 
or any of his associates to be su pplanted. 
This cou ld leave the AFL-CIO high and dry. 
.The same attack-and-defense pattern that pre­ 
vails in the Teamsters Union prevails in a1] 
u nions. 
It was not so many years ago that 
the CIO stou tly defended u nions u nder attack 
for harboring Commu nist party liners who su b­ 
sequ ently were brou ght to light and ex pelled 
by their defenders. 
There is no way to criticize a labor u nior 
from the ou tside. 


Legal Advice 


Why did Dave Beck, president of the Team­ 
sters Union, refu se to testify before the Senate 
Rackets Committee that he knew his own son? 
Why does a father refu se to recognize his 
son in a pu blic hearing? 
The answer is that Mr. Beck, like everybody 
else who refu ses to answer qu estions on the 
grou nds the answers might tend to be incrim­ 
inating, is acting on legal cou nsel. 
Cou nsel advises that the only way to seek the 
protection of the Fifth Amendment su ccessfu l­ 
ly is to refu se to answer the first in what may 
become a series of qu estions. Otherwise, refu s­ 
al to answer one of the su bsequ ent qu estions 
cou ld be constru ed as an act of contempt. 
Mr. Beck is a beleagu ered man. He is in trou ­ 
ble with his government and his fellow u nion­ 
ists. Bu t he is not desperate enou gh to refu se 
to recognize his own son, ex cept as part of a 
legal maneu ver. 
The Fifth Amendment is one of the most cher- 
Ished rights of free men in the United States. 
It has been kicked abou t grievou sly by law­ 
yers who have advised clients to misu se it to 
conceal information. Bu t Mr. Beck still knows 
his own son; he cannot say so in a Senate 
hearing, however, withou t opening the way to 
a contempt citation if he refu ses to answer 
qu estions abou t their bu siness relationship.

GOING BACK 
to the 
atmos­ 
phere that prevailed in Janu ary 
1956, one can reread the news­ 
papers of that month and 
find 
therein lots of commendation for 
the President’s bu dget. 
Most significant is the recogni­ 
tion at that time that the Eisen­ 
hower administration had done a 
good job of trimming the bu dget. 
In fact, when that same bu dget, 
su bmitted to Congress in Janu ary 
1956, was started on 
the 
long 
process 
of 
preparation, 
which 
covers 18 months, a recession or 
economic ‘‘readju stment,” 
as it 
was then called, had been going 
on since 1954. 
The fact is that there was a re­ 
versal noted in Janu ary 1956 of 
the previou s trend and a resu mp­ 
tion of ‘‘spending.” It was du e 
largely to the 
critical 
situ ation 
abroad and to growth of the pro­ 
grams already au thorized by pre­ 
viou s Congresses. 
The best way to obtain an u nder­ 
standing of the whole problem of 
bu dget-making is to compare the 
record for the fiscal year 1953 and 
what now is being proposed for the 
fiscal year 1958 . 
How did it happen, for instance, 
that the total bu dget was 74.2 bil­ 
lion dollars, in 1953 and now it is 
proposed to spend less—namely, 
71.8 billion — for 1958 ? 
The only way to get an answer 
is to ex amine the ex penditu res for 
national secu rity and the total of 
all the other operations, 


HOW DOES this compare, then, 
with the fiscal year 
1957 which 
ends this Ju ne? 
The national secu rity total was 
43.3 billion for 1957, and now it is 
u p to 45.8 billion for 
1958 . 
Foreign aid and military assist­ 
ance for 1958 are less than for 
1957. 
The international situ ation has 
requ ired more money for planes 
and gu ided missiles. The Ru ssians 
are reported gaining in air power 
Congress itself added 960 mil­ 
lion dollars more for airplanes 
last year than the President had 
requ ested. 
Looking at the non-defense total 
for 1953, we find 21.7 billion. Then, 
in 1956, it went u p to 25.5 billion 
and for nex t year it is estimated 
by the President at 
26 billion. 
The increase from 1953 is direct­ 
ly du e to farm aid, veterans bene­ 
fits, higher interest rates and pro­ 
grams enacted by Congress in the 
last fou r years. 
When the non-defense ex pendi­ 
tu res are 
separated 
into 
cate­ 
gories, it is fou nd that, compared 
to 1957 fiscal year, veterans bene­ 
fits are u p 176 million dollars. 
Who in Congress will do battle 
with 
the veterans 
organizations 
if he wants to retain his seat? 
In 
social 
welfare—which 
in­ 
clu des 
pension 
and 
retirement 
programs, 
p u bl i c 
assistance, 
health projects, 
and the like— 
there’s an increase of 506 million 
dollars as compared with 1957. 
Few men in Congress will vote 
for repeal of these growing items. 
The bill for agricu ltu re is u p 
264 
million dollars, as compared with 
the previou s year.

TAKE INTEREST on the pu b­ 
lic debt, for ex ample.

Self-Reliance 


The Hou se Edu cation Committee has passed 
the bu ck on federal aid to edu cation to the 
whole Hou se by recommending a bill for a five- 
year program of school constru ction — 300 mil­ 
lion dollars a year, to, be matched by the states. 
This is a cru el deception against the Ameri­ 
cans who think edu cation is a baby bird wait­ 
ing for Uncle Sam to feed it. There is no chance 
that Uncle Sam will be able to do this as long 
as sou thern states intend to u se a federal su b­ 
sidy to u nderwrite the ex orbitant cost of a du al 
school system—one for whites, one for blacks. 
There is no logical reason, fu rthermore, why 
states which already are tax ing themselves 
heavily for pu blic edu cation shou ld add mil­ 
lions to their tax bu rdens to u nderwrite edu ca­ 
tion in laggard states, then on top of that u nder­ 
take to match whatever federal money wou ld 
be doled ou t to them. 
This wou ld make no sense. Bu t in the mean­ 
time it may be doing a great deal of mischief. 
The false hope of federal aid may be u ndermin­ 
ing the self-reliance of local commu nities. 
By the end of this year, a su rvey of what 
has been happening to proposals for special lev­ 
ies to pay for edu cation and school constru c­ 
tion may reveal that talk abou t a forthcom­ 
ing sbowering-down of money by Uncle Sam 
has had the inevitable effect of stifling initi­ 
ative.

NEW YORK (if) — A promotion 
can kill you ? It ain’t necessarily 
so The boss is likely to be in bet­ 
ter health and to live longer than 
many of his u nderlings. 
The strains of being a top ex ­ 
ecu tive aren’t as deadly as popu ­ 
larly su pposed, according to in­ 
du strial medical directors qu eried 
by 
the 
American 
Management 
Assn. 
Bu t the health, physical and 
mental, of bosses is increasingly 
a concern to corporations, big and 
little. The practice of having reg­ 
u lar physical, and sometimes psy­ 
chiatric, ex aminations is spread­ 
ing. 
The Institu te of Life Insu rance 
reports that the total of bu siness 
life insu rance, naming the com­ 
pany 
as 
beneficiary, 
is 
now 
arou nd 25 billion dollars. Cover­ 
age has been increasing at the 
rate of abou t three billion dollars 
a year. 
Corporate 
health 
ex amination 
program^ may be a prime factor 
in giving the boss a better life ex ­ 
pectancy now than some other 
grou ps, the AMA su rvey su ggests. 
One giant manu factu ring compa­ 
ny reports that in five years after 
it installed su ch a program the 
ex ecu tive death toll dropped by 62 
per cent. 
The National Office of Vital 
Statistics’s figu res also indicate 
that 
top administrators, 
mana­ 
gers, and technicians, as a group, I pany 


now have 
lower 
than 
average 
mortality rates. And an ex amina­ 
tion of 5,000 ex ecu tives by Life Ex ­ 
tension Ex aminers finds 66 per 
cent of them in good shape. 
“Ex ecu tives have qu ite a good 
life ex pectancy,” the ex tension’s 
medical director says. “Ex amine 
any othe representative grou p of 
men and 
you ’ll 
find them 
no 
healthier than management per­ 
sonnel.” 
An d some life insu rance compa­ 
nies sell policies on men in ex ecu ­ 
tive or higher level occu pations in 
general at the lowest premiu m 
rates. 
One corporate medical director 
holds that “most men who want 
to be ex ecu tives and who have 
managed to reach the ranks of top 
management have learned to take 
the strains in stride.” 
Psychiatry is playing a steadily 
bigger part in ex ecu tive health 
programs. The AMA su rvey of 447 
companies of all types and sizes 
shows abou t half of them u sing a 
cou nseling interview as well, as 
physical ex aminations. 
Many of the doctors say that 
when the boss has seriou s emo­ 
tional . problems 
his 
u nderlings 
tend to develop more problems 
than average. And the higher u p 
the ex ecu tive ranks the u nhappi- 
ness is located, the more it is 
likely to spread and the more 
harmfu l it will be to the com-

Rock 'N Roll At The Poles

WASHINGTON 
North and Sou th Poles “wobble.” 
This movement, which tilts the 
earth's ax is to an ex tent which can 
be detected by star and plant ob­ 
servations, effects the length of the 
day and seems, to take place in 
periodic oscillations of 14 months, 
six months, three months and pos­ 
sibly a few weeks. 
There also may be a longer 
period ex tending over milleniu ms 
su fficient to have cau sed an over­ 
all loss of fou r hou rs in the past 
3,000 years. 
This t i m e variation was ex ­ 
plained by Dr. Walter H. Mu nk 
of the Scripss Institu tion of Ocean­ 
ography at the annu al meeting of 
the American Geophysical Union 
in Washington recently. 
At the w o r s t , Dr. Mu nk ex ­ 
plained, the variations cau sed in 
the length of the day, the period 
of the earth’s rotation, are of the 
earth’s rotation, are of the orders 
of seconds and, since they tend 
to reverse themselves, probably 
are of practical concern only to 
astronomers. With new a t o m i c 
clocks timekeeping no longer de­ 


pends entirely u pon stellar obser­ 
vations. 
The periodic oscillations which 
differ for the northern and sou th­ 
ern hemispheres, Dr. Mu nk ex ­ 
plained. can be accou nted for by 
the pu shes given the revolving 
earth by the prevailing winds and 
by the enormou s season shifts of 
masses of the earth’s atmosphere 
between the two hemispheres. 
A more significant and longer 
term effect on the planet’s rota­ 
tion, he ex plained, is the frictional 
drag on the earth of the waters of 
shallow seas, notably the Irish Sea 
and the Bering Sea. It can be' 
calcu lated, he said, that the drag 
of 50 Irish Seas wou ld have been 
su fficient to accou nt for all the 
postu lated slowing down of the ro­ 
tating globe in three milleniu ms. 
Rate of rotation and position of the 
poles also is cau sed by differences 
in sea level du e to captu re of wa­ 
ter in the polar caps du ring ice 
ages and their su bsequ ent release. 
Irregu larities between the liqu id 
core of the earth and the solid 
mantle .also are 
responsible 
for 
changes.

Their arrival, industry spokes­ 
men say, should herald the day 
when the air cargo industry as a 
whole can step into the ranks of

costs per ton mile as well as 
greater 
capacity. Officials think 
the great potential now lies in air 
freight’s ability to a id .manufac­ 
turers cut distribution costs — an 
increasing item for 
most 
com-; 
panics. 
This month Flying Tiger began 
transcontinental operation with its 
new fleet of 12 super H constella­ 
tions. It says its scheduled air 
cargo service now can be carried 
on a 331 miles per hour, lifting 
43,000 pounds of freight 2,300 miles 
nonstop. The new planes are more 
than one third larger than the 
line’s old ones as well as faster. 
For example, one flight from 
Los Angeles to New York with a 
stop at Chicago has an elapsed 
time of nine hours, 20 minutes. 
In the first three months of 1957 
cargo ton miles increased by 1,- 
177,949 over the first quarter of 
1956. (A ton mile is one ton of 
freight carried one mile.) 
Slick Airways, a southwestern 
cargo toter witlp a transcontinental 
route, is also adding larger equip­ 
ment. Riddle Airlines, which flies 
freight between Puerto Rico, Flo­ 
rida, New York and Midwestern 
cities, is modifying its 32 C46s to 
obtain more capacity and speed.

Questions and Answers 


Today’s first two questions are 
real puzzlers. 
Q — About three weeks ago my 
husband’s whiskers seemed to stop 
growing and what few do appear 
are white and soft textured in­ 
stead of dark as they used to be. 
Now his hiar is coming out in 
patches all over his head. 
Can 
you give the cause and remedy? 
His age is 53. —Mrs. F. S. 
A — I cannot explain why the 
whiskers should stop growing and 
change their texture. However, the 
falling out of 
hair in patches is 
probably the disease known as al­ 
opecia areata. 
It is possible that 
he is having the same condition 
involving the hair follicles of the 
face. 
Alopecia areat3 is a fairly 
common disorder, the cause 
of 
which is unknown 
Occasionally it 
involves most of the h i r of the 
head and face, in which case it 
is known as alopecia totalis. More 
often it remains patchy. Skin spe­ 
cialists frequently put aspirations 
on these patches, but m ist them 
say they are uncertain as to wheth­ 
er these applicate s help. 
As a

grows 
bac 
usually as Kofore, but 
his 
may take months or years. Prob­ 
ably the best procedure for total 
baldness of this cause is to wear 
a toupee, unless or until the hair 
grows back. 
Q — I have a serious trouble. 
When I am talking to some peo­ 
ple I can’t seem to look them in

straining and ready to pop, or go 
through the back of my head. —

A — It is virtually impossible 
to explain this on physical grounds. 
It is probably a psychological re­ 
action. You might be able to ov­ 
ercome this yourself, or possibly a 
psychiatrist could help you. 
Q — What effect does the fre­ 
quent use of flouroscope or fre­ 
quent X-rays have on the human 
body? 
Can the use of either be 
dangerous and in what Way? —

A — This is an extremely im­ 
portant question which is being 
thoroughly considered by physici­ 
ans, physicists and others. 
It is 
known that too much ar adiation ov­ 
er a period of time can be harm ­ 
ful to the human body, so that it 
is wise not to use the fluoroscope 
or the X-ray unnecessarily.

In these missives he has poured 
out the woes of a man who found 
himself betrayed and disillusioned 
by those he thought were holding 
aloft a torch of freedom which he 
found, when he got close, was 
fueled not by ideals but by the 
agony of human, imprisoned souls. 


SOME WEEKS AGO, Mike Quill, 
who drove Santo out of the union, 
received the third -of the notes 
from the ex-Communist. It w a s 
typed but the words were etched 
with the acid tears which only 
those philosophically disinherited 
and in limbo can find from some­ 
where deep inside. 
Santo wrote 
“When I escaped, I did not ex­ 
pect to be received with open arms 
by anyone. I did what I did be­ 
cause I just could not stand by and 
be a witness to and participant 
in the inhuman system of govern­ 
ment, 
politics, 
ethics, 
econom­ 
ics and immorality that ground the 
people — especially the workers 
and peasants — into a Helpless 
pulp. And all in the name of high 
faluting ideas and slogans . . . 
Therefore I have absolutely no 
complaints.” 
I write this not only out of com­ 
passion for what is left of an old 
enemy. I write this out of compas­ 
sion for our own land. 
John Santo can take the witness 
chair in an open Senate hearing 
and dramatically tell the nation 
just how the Stalinists invaded 
American labor. 
He can unravel their complex 
plans of betrayal, propaganda and 
sabotage. He can tell us of confer­ 
ences — times, places, names. 
He can disclose who gave the or­ 
ders and who took them inside" 
labor. He can awaken us to the 
Communist “sleepers” who now 
are beginning to slither slowly into 
key spots in some unions.

Always this country seems to 
fumble at strategic moments.Here 
we are at a point in history when 
the Communist apparatus is oper­ 
ating under cover of the excite­ 
ment over the rackets .probe, 


IT WILL BE of little satisfac­ 
tion, years from now, to say we 
told you so. But Commies are 
slipping back into strategic unions 
—and some key union spots. 
The Senate committee believes 
it has evidence of this in the com­ 
munications field, in the electron­ 
ics industry and even in the auto­ 
motive plants.

I offer as corroborative witness 
Vice Admiral Alfred C. Richmond, 
commandant of the Coast Guard, 
who told Congress last month that 
his screening program had brok­ 
en down and 168 suspected su b ­ 
versives are now sailing aboard 
merchant ships.

Now let’s get Santo over here. 
No sense letting that story die in 
Vienna, perhaps with him.

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Ohio Legislature May Pass Point 
System To Rid Roads Of Bad Drivers 
COLUMBUS, Ohio GB—'The Ohio 
Legislature appears to be closer 
than ever to final approval of a 
law setting up a point system to 
nd the highways of bad drivers 
The backing of Gov. C. William 
ONeill may provide the extra 
push to put it over. 
The point -- or demerit system 
e House Thursday 
106-20. It now goes to the Senate 
where, in two previous sessions, it 
died without a floor vote. 
Since the point system is part of 
Gov. O’Neill’s highway safety pro­ 
gram, it appears likely to be 


adopted despite the Legislature’s 
drive to end its working sessions 
May 24. 
Both Legislature houses planned 
heavy floor schedules today to’ 
wind up the first five-day working 
week of the session. 
The House scheduled 21 floor 
votes today, split between morn­ 
ing and afternoon sessions.

fied Ohio voters. Two recent in­ 
cidents brought about the move to 
put the question to Ohio voters at 
the polls next November. 
One involved Ohio’s highway 
chief, Charles M. Noble, who is 
serving as a .special secretary to 
the governor in charge of highway 
matters until he legally can be 
appointed highway director. He 
came to Ohio from New Jersey. 
The other incident involved Har­ 
old S. Vincent, Milwaukee school 
head, who passed up a chance to 
become superintendent of Ohio 
schools because he could not qual­ 
ify as an Ohio elector. 
In actions Thursday, the House 
passed and sent to the Senate bills 
to: 
Set a speed limit of 15 m.p.h. in 
city alleys. 
Allow all veterans preference as 
tennants of public housing. 
The House virtually completed 
legislative action on bills to: 
Permit flasher lights on funeral 
escort and highway survey vehic­ 
les. 
Allow county home superintend­ 
ents to retake escapees without 
red-tape procedures. 
The Senate adopted and sent to 
the House a resolution calling upon 
Congress to start the machin­ 
ery to amend the U.S. Constitu­ 
tion. The measure, which got only 
a bare majority vote of LB, asks 
Congress to limit federal income, 
inheritance and gift taxes. The 
measure twice has been passed by 
the. Senate and twice “lost” on 
the House. 
This is he./ the point system 
for bad drivers would operate on 
either convictions or bond forfeit­ 
ures: 
Six points for violations involv­ 


ing manslaughter, driving while 
drunk or drugged, failing to stop 
after accidents or driving under 
suspension or revocation of li­ 
cense. 
Three points for reckless opera 
tion involving factors other than 
speed. 
Two for speeding or otter mov­ 
ing violations. 
Twelve points within two years 
would permit courts to suspend 
driving licenses up to a year—or 
grant probation. 
Motorists who might lose licens­ 
es under the system would be re­ 
quired to take an examination to 
drive again. 
Opponents of the traffic point 
system called it a “lawyer’s bill” 
and declared it will “overburden 
courts with contested cases.” 
Courts of record as well as may­ 
ors and justices of the peace 
would be required to report condi­ 
tions and bond forfeitures on traf­ 
fic charges to the state registrar 
of motor vehicles. 
He, ]n turn, would warn drivers 
by letter when their total exceed­ 
ed five points. After an accumu­ 
lation of 12 points within two 
years from the first offense, the 
registrar, under the proposed law, 
would ask the courts to suspend 
driving rights.

Says Church 
Sects Want, 
Fear Unity 


BUCK HILL FALLS, Pa. (J)— 
American’s separate church de­ 
nominations were pictured today 
as being caught in a two - way 
squeeze—they want closer unity, 
but they’re also scared of it. 
Furthermore, 
a 
report 
said, 
they don’t know just “what sort” 
oi unity they want. 
The report was presented to the 
U. S. Conference of the World 
Council of Churches, in sizing up 
the prospects for a coming con­ 
tinent-wide meeting on “the na­ 
ture of the unity we reek ” 
“Fears (rf the evils involved in 
any universal monolithic church 
structure are widespread among 
Protestants,” the report said. It 
also asserted most churches want 
“some sort of increase of unity 
among Christ’s people.” 
Presented by the Rev. Dr. Walt­ 
er Horton, of the Oberlin, Ohio, 
Graduate 
Theological 
Seminary, 
the report said: 
“If there is one thing that is 
keeping certain conservative Pro- 
teste nt 
groups 
aloof 
from 
the 
ecumenical movement, it is the 
suspicion that by some unstated 
tacit agreement, the movement is | 
already headed toward a new 
Vatican.” 


The report detailed work going 
on in preparation for a North 
American 
unity 
conference 
at 
Oberlin, Ohio, next fall, sponsored 
by the National 
and Canadian 
Councils of Churches, 
and 
the 
U. S. Conference of the World 
Council. The conference meeting 
here includes representatives (rf 
32 Orthodox and Protestant de­ 
nominations. It is the national 
wing of the W^rld Council, which 
embraces 165 member denomina­ 
tions in 50 countries with about 
170 million members.

Scribes Suffered During 1931 Tourney 
• 957 Inverness Looks Like 
Picnic For Sports Writers

TOLEDO, Ohio (8\—Not many of 
tr.e ancients who suffered through 
those five sweltering days in 1931 
arc still around the golfing press 
tents. 


Rut any sports scribe covering 
a tournament in the last quarter* 
century has heard the tale, in all 
its lurid detail, of the “120-degree 
tem perature” at Toledo Inverness 
during the 1931 National Open. 
That 
memorable 
year, 
when 
cigar-smoking Billy Burke defeat­ 
ed businessman golfer George Von 
Elm by a single 
stroke in 
144 
holes—72 holes being in the long­ 
est playoff on record—the scribes 
were housed in a loft over the 
professional’s shop. 
The shop had an uninsulated tin 
roof. There were no protecting 
trees over it. The sun belted down 
unmercifully. Inside the sweat box 
the tem perature went so high the 
m ercury spurted out the top of the 
therm om eters. The scribes strip­ 
ped down to their shorts to com­ 
bat the heat—as did the Western 
Union and Postal Telegraph oper­ 
ators. Those were rugged days, 
and no sports writer has ever for­ 
gotten them. 


Now the 1957 National Open is 
coming back to Inverness, June 
13-15, and the club is going to 
erase all memories of those dreary 
days in the depth of the depres­ 
sion. 


The pro shop is still there, but 
instead of housing the sports writ­ 
ers under the smoking roof the 
club will offer the scribes the tops 
ir. comfort. 


An air conditioned tent, with 
plenty of elbow room for all, will 
nestle under tall shade trees. A 
refreshm ent 
stand, 
with 
prices 
just half those the gallerites must 
pay, will be set up for the ex­ 
clusive use of the pencil pushers. 
No more will the writers make 
a meal of a hastily-snatched hot­ 
dog at a fairway stand. The writ­ 
ers and the, competitors will eat 
in a private dining room—also at 
half-price, although the latter may 
not be evident on the scribes’ ex­ 
pense accounts. 
Back in ’31 the scribes prayed 
that someone, just anyone, would 
finish the regulation 72 holes out 
front, so everyone could go home. 
But Von Elm birdied the 72nd 
hole to catch Burke. They played 
36 holes the next day while the 
scribes sweltered. Again Von Elm 
birdied the last hole to stay even. 
So they went at it the next day 
for another 36. That day Von Elm 
failed to get his finishing birdie, 
and Burke won by a stroke. 
Von Elm lost 12 pounds that 
week. Burke, playing in a long- 
sleeved shirt with french cuffs and 
with, a black tie knotted tightly 
under 
his 
collar, 
gained 
three 
pounds. 
In 1920, the first time the Open 
was played at Inverness, Ted Ray 
of England won with 295, or ll 
over par. That was th? last time 
a foreign citizen won the bauble. 
In 1931 Burke and Von Elm tied 
at 292 to pace the pack. This year 
j ar has been cut from 71 to 70, 
making par for the route 280.

Senators Beat 
Detroit Tigers 


W illiam s Drops 31 
Percentage Points

The Chicago White Sox were 
back in first place in the Ameri­ 
can League today-tied with the 
New York Yankees—but manager 
Al Lopez isn’t kidding himself. He 
knows the team, the way it stands, 
is not of championship calibre.

club, his worst fears have been 
realized. He knew before he even 
consented to take over the culb 
that it had speed, defense and 
pretty good pitching. What con­ 
cerned him was the hitting—or 
lack of it. 
Nothing has happened to allay 
his fears. In fact, it’s even worse 
than he thought. 
Including Thursday’s game, won 
over Boston 2-0, the White Sox

They’ve hit 
only 
two 
JO triples, and only Baltimore and 
Washington, with nine, have hit 
fewer home runs. The Sox’ 46 ex- 
^ t r a base hits are exceeded by six 
X 'other clubs. 
It took a sterling pitching per- 
- formance by Jim Wilson to snap 
R ^ th e White Sox’ five-game losing 
^ s tre a k . The hitters didn’t help 
g r o u c h as they collected only five 
hits, including doubles by Larry 
Doby and Jim Landis. That gave 
the White Sox a total of 26 hits 
and IO runs in the last six games 
for an average of less than two 
runs and five hits. It takes shut­ 
out pitching to win such games. 
In the only other major league 
game played Thursday, the Wash­ 
ington Senators broke their 10- 
game losing streak. They battered 
last year’s 21-game winner, Frank 
Lary, for nine of their 13 hits to 
defeat the Detroit Tigers 8-5. 
Wilson permitted only five hits 
as he struck out nine to snap 
Boston’s 
four - game 
winning 
streak. The big righthander, who 
posted his third victory against 
one defeat, also cooled off the 
sizzling Ted Williams, preventing 
him from getting the ball out of 
the infield in four trips to the 
plate.

with a .474 batting average, fouled 
out, bounced out to first, rolled 
out to the pitcher and struck out. 
Ted dropped 31 percentage points, 
but retained the American League 
batting lead at .443. 
The loser was Dean Stone, who 
was nicked for both White Sox 
runs and all five hits in the 5 2-3 
innings he pitched.
